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CALLED DOWN AGAIN. 

R«oei|t Massaor* at Tokat May 
Change England's Policy. 

STRONG PROTEST TO THE PORTE

CtomTAirriKGPLE, March 85.— (Oopy- 
right)— The steps taken by the uiiltan to 
panish the Turkish oflHrials wlio aro 
held responsible for the nuisHacrc of 100 
Armenians at Tokat, in the Sivaa dis- 
trict of AbIa Minor, and the pillaging of 
the ArmenUui quarter of Tolut for 
eight honm, are not ■atisfootorT' ^ the 
ambomadora of the powen, and nnlesa 
there !• a change in the sitnatton very 
•oon, It is believed that Honi« of the 
powers would bo compelled by pnblic 
opinion to make a radical change of 
their policy toward Crete and Ureece. 

The remonstrance of Sir Philip Cor 
rie, the British ambaaaador, waa one of 
the ttrongeet ever delivered by an am- 
baaaador oaooeming the maaaaoreain 
Armenia And waa intended for aatem 
notilloation to the porte that farther 
ontbreaka in Armema woold not pass 
without Tigoroaa action upon the part 
of the powers. The immediate reaolt 
was. the calUng of an extraordinary 
meeiting of the coonoilof miniaters at 
theYlldia Kiosk laat evening, at the 
end of which the ambaaaadon were no- 
tified that the saltan has ordered th<> 
dismlaaal of the prefect of police and 
chief of the gendarmerie of Tokat for 
not preventing the maasaoreii and for 
faihiig to promptly pat an end to the 
pillaging of the Armenian quarter of 
that city. 

The mere dismlaaal of the twoTork 
ish ofHcials is not considered safiicieut 
to demoustrute the displeaaare of tho 

saltan at the wanton killing of 100 Ar- 
luenianB, and is further looked upon us 
being likely to encourage additional out 
breaks of the 8;ime nature. Oonsequent 
ly, Sir Philip Currio h;i« made fresh rep- 
resentations to tho porte, setting forth 
that serious conseficiici's will follow tho 
failure of tho suitau to reallv punish 
those who are reqtonilUe for the Tokat 
outrage. 

Although the result of tlie meeting 
of the ainhoRsadors has not been allowed 
to become generally known in depart 
mental circles here the opinion prevails 
that unless the ambassadors put fortli 
definite threats of coercion in tlie event 
of failure of the suitau to adopt prompt 
and eflficacions measures to prevent for 
ther niiuisacres in Armenia, there is ab 
Bolntely no hope of improving the situu 
tion, as it has been so frequently "in- 
timated" to the sultan that ho must re 
form that he now pays httlo or no at- 
tention to such communications. 

In well informed political circles it is 
generally believed that, if fresh out- 
breaks occur, public opinion in Great 
Britau, France and Italy will compel 
the governments of the countries men- 
tioned to change entirely their attitude 
on the Cretan question, not only towards 
Crete, but in regard to (xreece, wliich 
might mean the lifting of the blockade, 
sozar as the powers are concerned, and 
their positive refusal to take part in the 
proposed blockade of the principal ports 
and coaats of Greece. Indeed it is di- 
rectly intimated that this proposition 
has already been practically abandoned 
by the three powers referred to, not only 
becaase sacb a step is likely to force 
Oxeeoe into open hostilities against Tur 
key ; bat, because the sultan with true 
eastern canning, has token advantage of 
tha blockade of Crete by the fleets of the 
powen ana uombardment of the insur- 
gents by foreign warships and the assist- 
ance given to the Turics by the foreign 
marines, to place himself and his gov- 
ernment in an entirely new light before 
the popolaoe and elsewhere in the Otto- 
maa empire. 

An odlciar commanlqae was ad 
dressed bj the Turkish government to 
the Turkish newspapers and provincial 
officials yesterday, represennog that 
the coarse adopted by the powwi in tha 
Cretan affair was an example of the 
saccess of the saltan in that direction, 
and intimating that he has the fall sup- 
port of the powers with their fleets and 
armies, in the repressive measures 
which he may ohooae to adopt against 
the Christians in his dominions. This 
amounts^ practically to informing the 
Mussulmans that they have nothing to 
fear from tlie lowers if they massacre 
Christians, as the Cliristian powers are 
supporting the sultan agoinst his so- 
oallod "rebellious" subjects. 

This hivi l au^ed a decidedly bad im- 
pression in diplomatic circles in Con- 
stautiuople aud gives additional expla- 
nation of the dctenniiit d stand which 
the British ambassa<lor hiw undoubtedly 
assumed, as well as showing clearly 
how the sultan and his advisors regard 
the so-called ' concert" of the powers. 
They know it does not exist, e.\cej)t as a 
hackni'ycd ti nn, and they feel it < :ui 
uevi-r e.\ist so long ju> the mui> of Eu- 
rope is not radically changed. 

In the meanwhile preparations for 
war on a largo scale are being steadily 
pushed forward, aud tl'.o report of a 
possible agreemeut between Greece and 
Turkey on the basis of tho appointnumt 
of Prince CJeorge of Greece as high com- 
misaioner of Crete, was followed by the 
laming this morning of a spt ( ial trade 
calUng out for active service 4^ Imttul- 
iona ai tba reserves of the stK-uud army 
corps and also summoning to tlie colors 
the whole contingent of iHiiT. The 
Tuxks believe that war with Gn-ece will 
bCMk-OUt sooner or later, and they are 
nursing themselves with the belief that 
if they tcdlow out the reoonuuendations 
of the powers friendly to Turkey, the 
armies of the sultan will bepormit ted 



to cross tlic (irrcK frontiers of Mace- 
donia and Kpiru.s wlun tln' riglit mo- 
ment aiTives and push on to .\tliens, 
thus wiping the jioor little kirgdom of 
Greece off the face of the globe. 

This explains tho restraints put upon 
the Turkislucommandeiu on tiie Greek 
frontier. They have been instructed 
not to cross the Greek frontier at pres- 
ent under any cirounmstances not even 
if attackttd. The whole blame for an 
outbreak of hcstilities must be thrown 
upon Ghreeoe, that is the program and 
then who can forbid the Turk from 
chastising the little kingdom? 

But there are slips between cups and 
lips and the wheels of diplomacy are n>- 
volving night aud day iu the task of 
trying tu solve the intricate eastern 
question without bloodshed. The fu- 
ture, however, from this dty looks very 
threatening and the outcome obscure. 

HER CREW S AVED. 

■t«*mer Androaa at the Bottom of the At- 

laiitlr With a Vnliiablo CarKn. 

Boston, March 26. — The steamer On- 
tario, whicli arrive<l here from London 
yesterday, brought into port 27 men, 
comprising the erew of the Britiah ship 
Androsa, Captain Md^gaa, which was 
abandonrd at sea March 8, 800 miles 
west of Falmouth, England. The An- 
drosa left San Francisco Oct. 28, la-it 
year, for London. She sprung a leak in 
a furious storm, became unmanageable, 
and was abondmitsd. 

The greater number of the re8cue<1 
were well nigh helpless from exhaustion 
when taken from the Androsa, and they 
had bec>n working at the pumps and ut 
jettisoning the oaigo.for many dnrs and 
nights without intermission. Sevpnil 
times during the battle with the ele- 
ments, men dropped from their places 
and were carried below by their com- 
rades, and after resting they would drag 
themselves back to the deck to again 
engage in the work, even though iu 
some cases thoy could not get upon 
their feet add worked while on their 
knees. 

After the rescue most of the men had 

to be put to bed on board the steamer, 
but they are now fairly well and will 
probably be returned to Liverpool by 
steamer this week by British Consul 
Stuart. 

When laat seen the Androsa was fast 

settling, preparatory to taking her final 
plunge to the bottom. The lost vessel 
was an iron ship of 1,892 tons net, built 
by Oswald, Mordauut & Company of 
Shouthampton iu 18K1 and was owned 
by E. F. & VV. Roberts of Liverpool. 
Siie was valued at about £25, (KX). 
aud is said to be nearly covered 
by insnraiico in English companies 
while American companies have large 
p()h(-ies on tho cargo, consisting of about 
2(K) tons of grain and a large quantity of 
canned salmon, caune<l fruit, California 
wine aud tallow. Tho cargo was said 
to be the most valuable that had left 
S;in Francisco during that year and 
while tlie exact valuation is not known 
it is estimated that it would reach into 
the hundr eds of thousands.

Last Christ- 
mas liis brother, Calvin, returned from 
coUege and mot the ytuiiig lady at a 
iieighlxirhootl dance. 

They at once seemed smitten with 
each other and this aroused the jealousy 
of the girl's lover. NotliiiiK was known 
of Ws feelings, however, until Sunday 
night, when Miss Higgs jiltwl liim for 
his brother. A quarrel ensued. Yes- 
terday afternoon the brothers met in 
the hmmI. They quarreled aud struck 
each other, w hen Calviu tired. Several 
shots were exchanged, when George 
diropped dead. Calviu is wounded over 
tha heart.

Key Wkst. March 25. — According to 
official advices received here the insur- 
gents on Thursday night attacked and 
burned the greater part of the village 
of Blanquizal, near Man/anilla. Tlie 
insurgent leader, Acosta, at tlie Fame 
time attacked tho fortifications in the 
vicinity of Hoyo Colorado, in the prov- 
ince of Havana. It is claimed that the 
Spanish were snooessfnl aud the insur- 
gents repulsed in a number of en- 
counters. 

It is reported that the insurgent lead- 
er, Paucho Carrillo, said to have been 
wounded in a recent engagement, is 
recovering from the effect of these in 
juries. 

Advices have been received here to 

the effect that 40 insurgents recently 
succeeded in demiling a train en route 
from l-aht>lla t.) Sagua. Tlie engineer 
and seven of the trainmen were ca)>- 
turi (1. .Xt'ter traveling witli tlie pr.s- 
oners for some distance the insurgents 
removed all the clothing from the tram 
employes and then set iliem free. 

.■\ii insurgent spy recently cajitured 
near the town of Salud m;;(le a <'onfes- 
Bion upon the (■(iiidiiioii of a ]Kirdoii be- 
ing gi'anted to him. He said t#.it the 
insurgent forces would altacK tin? town 
tlie ne.\t day. The local ;:arri>i<n wa> 
at once reinforced, aud when the Cu- 
ban.s made an assault upon the town 
they were erusily repulsed. The spy also 
betrayed the insurgent committee in the 
town, and as a result five persons wer - 
arrested upon charges of plotting against 
the crown of Spain. 

Two thousand refugees from the 
famiue-strickeu districts, in the prf>v- 
ince of Matauzas, recently called at the 
headquarters of the government in the 
town of Matanzas and demanded per- 
mission to go out into the country for 
the purpose of obtaining food. 

It is reported here that the insur- 
gents recently captured Jiguani, on the 
raid from bayamo to Santiago (le Cuba, 
also ^unta Rita, located on the road to 
Holguin. 

Smallpox is ravaging Bahia Houdu. 
Hundreds of persons are dving. The 
refugees are said to be in a pitiful state. 
The situation can only be compared to 
that reported from India. 

It is persistently rumored here that 
the San Juan de La Splayas and Sagua 
La Ohica filibustering expedition was 
escorted to the interior of Cuba by the 
insurgent leader Lunea. 

Advices have been received stating 
that the insnments reoeutlj burned the 
town of Salamanca, in the province of 
Santa Olara. The church edilloe was 
destroyed by fire and the contents tossed 
into the fttreet and burned. 

Aooording to other advices the insur- 
gents suooMdad in setting lire to that 
portion of Guano villwe in the province 
of Pinar del ^o rebuilt since the former 
destruction of the town during a raid 
of the Cubans. 

All of the tobacco fields in the San 
Juan Martinez district, iu the province 
of Pinar del Rio, have been destn^ed 
during recent Cuban attacks. 

Ac<'ording to advices received here 
the insurgents have fired on the towns 
of Arroyoa Polio and Calabazar, in the 
province of Havana. Calabaznr was 
burned and the splendid house owned 
by Sebastian Marstre, the former in- 
surgent lea<ler, was destroyed by the 
flames. .Senor Marstre is now rcsidinf; 
iu Mexico, where he was recently mar- 
ried to Dolorez Rubio, widow of tin 
Spanisli naval oUici r. 

Tlie recent military operations in 
isuiita ("lara province have Ix en without 
practical results, (ieneril (iomez, who 
was encircled by several Spanisli col- 
umns at DamaK'iil. S;ui(a Tiara, suc- 
ceed in evading tlu'in aud it is said will 
invade Matan/.as during tlie latter part 
of the month. KeiK)rts as to th(< recoii- 
ceiitration of peas;ints at Santa ("iara, 
ore contradictory, but probably about 
6, (MM) men have joined tlie insurgents. 

Both insurgents and rcKulai-s burn 
the caiiettelds and farms, leaving the 
country bare. It is r( porte<l that the 
insurgents, taking advantaire of tlie 
darkness, entered the outskirts of Hol- 
guiu and i-acked several storejj. Tliey 
burned 1.") houses. A great many fami- 
lies havi' fled to La Salud, wliere several 
hundred lioiises liuve been put up dur- 
ing the last lortnight to shelter them 
from the weather. 

General Zinares, who, with l,(i()()nien 
left for San Luis Palnui .Mgrani/.ar, was 
rep' atediy attai'ked by large bands ul' 
iiisurt-'ents. He tinallv arrivi'd at the 
Losjis ranch, wlicre Cibico wiw en- 
trenched in a strong position near a hill. 
Iu the engagi'iuent wliich followed he 
WOM defeated. 

According to the ofHcial reports C4en- 
eral Zinares was attiu ked during the 
night and tho iie.\t day wiiile he was 
reconnoiteiing in the vicinity of I*ied- 
ras, but deleatid tlie insurgents whose 
losses lire said to have been 'M killed. 
The Spanish troops- hud five killed aud 
20 wotuided.

Till' schoolhouse, where tUe services 
w ere held, was oiily 100 feet ftom the 

IV iirod home. 

.Midut !t o'clock an alarm of fire was 
piveu and f'eiirod rushed out with the 
other oei upants of tln^ schoolhouse to 
find his house in flames. It was im- 
possible tn enter the house, as it was 
crumbling when Heiirod readied it. 
The cluldreirs beds were by the win- 
dows, however, and Peiirod burst the 
window open and succeeded in pulling 
the s year-old and 4-year-old boys out, 
horriliiy buniing himself in tho lu-t. 
The two never regained consciousness, 
and died in a sliort time. The others 
were burned until only a few b<mes 
were found in tlie dt bris of the bouso. 
The coroner's inquest throw no light ou 
the origin of the tire.

Not Determined Whether tiM Beeull of 
Mnrder or Aoeident. 
Naphvim.k, March 85. —Tuesday night 
abont 10 o'clock on Paradise R.dge, in 
this county, where there is (luite a set- 
tlement of thrifty Germans, the house 
of Jacob Ade was discovered to be on 
fire and was in rains before help could 
reach the place. In tha ruins were 
found the almost entirely consumed 
bodies of Jacob Ade, Mrs. Jacob Ade, 
Lizzie Ade, aged 20 years ; Henry .\de, 
aged l.T years, and Rosa Moirer, aged 10 
years. 

.\11 day yesterday a crowd was at tlio 
scene ot the tragedy, neighbors. i»H)p.t 
from this city, ofhcers of the law in- 
vestigating and surmising, but this 
morning it is uncertain whether the 
family were accidentally burned to 
death or whether they were munU'red. 

The murder theory is most generally 
believed. It is based by some on rob- 
bery, because Ade was known to keep 
money ou baud aud to have had several 
hundred dollars in the house. But if 
robbery was the motive the robbers 
failed, for in the ruins was found a tin 
can containing the romaind of a largt 
roll nt bills. There is no evidence to 
show tliat Ade had anv enemies in the 
neighborhood, though uist Saturday he 
prosecuted a man for stealing hogs aud 
had him bound over to the cnmiual 
court. There is, however, no evidence 
against this man.

Mk.mi'his, March 2.").— The river bul- 
letin issuwl by the weather bureau to- 
day, again announces a slight fall in 
the river at Memphis, a tenth of a foot 
This has been the record for the past 
three days. The gauge therefore regis- 
ters 86.8 feet. The bureau predicts that 
for the next 24 hours the river w ill re- 
main about stationary. ^The fact that 
the river continues to riseat(!airo is 
sufticieut evidence that no considerable 
fall maybe expected in tha immediate 
future. 

The situation regarding the flood re- 
mains practically unchanged. The fact 
t hat the levees below the city ou the 
.Mississippi side still remain intact and 
the g(KKl news that they will probably 
bo able to withstand any further rise is 
calculated to make the outlook more and 
more cheering. 

News has been received by United 
.States Kiigineer Fitch that tho hivee on 
the Arkansas side lias broken in tw'<i 
phices below Memphis, at Dawson, 
which is about 188 miles below Mem- 
phis, and one not far below Modoc. The 
report concerning these breaks seems 
authentsc as Engineer Fitch has acted 
upou them with promptness. Ho has 
sent a boat with barges and skiffs for 
the assistance of the people in the coun- 
try affected by these breaks. 

The details concerning the break at 
Dawson are meager. The braak near 
Modoc was not unexpected, aa llie levee 
seems to be vraak in that vidnity, sev- 
eral breaks having already occurred in 
spite of avsry effort to prarant snoh dis- 
asters.

TALKOMARBITRATION 

Final Vote on Amendments to 
Be Taken Next Thur^ay. 

ACTION OF HOUSE AND SENATE.

WAfntnroTON, March 9R. — Senator 

Davis, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on fiireign relations, niiule a deter- 
mintd etTert yesTerday to secure unani- 
mous consi'ut to fix a day when the final 
vote should be taken ou tlie arbitration 
treaty, but only succeeded to the extent 
of obtaining an agreemeut to a time for 
a vote on the miscellaueous amend- 
ments. The e.xecutive session continued 
from 12 :."tO until o'chK k. ("onsider- 
able time was spent in contention over 
the effort to secure a time for a vote and 
it was only after decided controversy 
that the opponents of ratification agreed 
to a date for voting on the amendments. 
They based their opposition on the fact 
that there were a gnocl m.uiy absentees 
w honi they considsrod desirable to have 
in tho senate when the vote should be 
taken. 

The understanding as to the vote on 
the amendments was reached on a plan 
outlined by Senator Hoar. It provides 
that the general discussion on amend- 
ments sliall continue until 2 o'clock ou 
Wednesday of next week, when a vote 
is to bo tikkeu on those which may be 
pending at that time ; tliat in case any 
( if the amendments are agreed to, the 
treaty as amended shall be printed and 
returned to the senate and shall still be 
open to amendment, but that the final 
vote on amendments shall be taken at 4 
o'clock the following day, Thursday. 

The main debate of the day was upon 
the Ohilton amendment providing for 
submitting all amreements forarutra- 
tion made under the trea^to the senate 
for its approval before entering upon a 
course of settlement. Senator Morgan 
supported the amendment. He an- 
nonnced himself as opposed to the treaty 
iu any shape, but said that if it was to 
be ratified at all the amendment should 
by all means be accepted ; otherwise the 
treaty would be subversive of some of 
our must cherished American ideas.

Washinoton-, March 25.— The third 
day of the tariff debate in the house was 
almost as dull as the first. There were 
two notable speeches, on9 by Mr. Oros- 
venor of Ohio aud the other by Mr. Mc- 
Millin of Tennessee, but the rest of the 
speeches, with the possible exception of 
th.it of Mr. Walker of Massachusetts, 
hardly created a ripple on the monot- 
onous sea of speech-making.

CoAtribtttory Negiifeafe— Upiaieoa 
gf the Gggrtef Appegia. 

The Court of Appeals has aOirmed the 
cases of Clarke's administrator and Sliel- 
ton's adminiatrator against tbe L. and 
K. Railway Company, taken np from 

Fleming County. The opinion in each 
case is by Judge Faynter. In the Clark 
caae, tbe Appgilate Court aaya: 

First— In an action by a personal repreaenta

Second— I'lidcr .V'cdon .'II of the Coij.slitutioii, 
whicli iir(jviilc.s thul ■■Hliciicvcr tlir ■IciUh of a 
person shall roult from an injury inllicted hy 
uegllgeuce or wronuful act. then iu every Kurli 
case damages may l>c recovered for Kuch death 
from tbe corporation.s or peri>nns causiug same," 
it was impossihle for tbe Legislature M tlx tbe 
degree of uegligenee for which punitive dam. 
ages may be awarded, and to provide, as it has 
idone, by Kci tion r,. Ky. .statutes, tbat such dam- 
ages may be awarded where tbe ' negligence i*

Tblrd-Tbe word " willful " as descriptive of a 
degree of negliience is now eliminated from the 
statute, the provision of Section e, Kentucky 
gtatnle*, that panitive damages may be awarded 
where the "act I* wUlfnl" having no reference 
to act* of negligence.

all banks are subject to county and mu- 
nicipal taxation, as wellaa State taxation ; 
is iaot, moat be taxed, just aa other prop- 
er^istned.

The decision of tbe court atTecta every 
bank in tbe State. It leveraea tbe pre- 
viouB decision, wliicb held that banks 
should be taxed under the Uewitt law. 

In 1895 the Legialature passed what is 
known aa tbe Hewitt billi aooording to 
wbicb the bank* were to pay to tbe State 
7S oenta on every $100 of their capital, 
and were not to be anbjact to any ottter 
taxation. 

Tbia waa accepted by the banks. In 

1893 the Legialature did away with the 
Hewitt law, and passed a bill taxing the 
banks according to the ad valorem sys- 
tem. The banks conteated thia, and they 
were aaatained in their objection by the 
Court of Appeals in 1863, which held 
that the Hewitt law was in tbe nature of 
a contract with the banks. 

Ba^ a number of banka had been formed 
aince 1880, when the Hewitt law was 
passed, and the.se were 8ubjected.,to the 
ad valorem tax. They aaed, holding 
that they shoold not he taxed on other 
conditions than tbe old banks. These 
are the cases that were decided yesterday. 

The Court of Appeals has been changed 
since 1893, and the present decision not 
only bolda tbat tbe new banka aba)l be 
taxed on tbe ad valorem system, but also 
reverses the previous decision, holding 
that the Hewitt law is unpooaiitu tional 
and that all banks shall pay an ad val- 
orem tax. 

Whether the banks can be made to 
pay back taxes will have to be bodeeided 
by further litigation.

— It has been re- 
served for a trade onion and a qneation 
of oqpuiised labor to bring about the 
temporary organication of the moat im- 
poainar jndidal hibnnal that ever sat in 
tliis country to hear argument and de- 
liver judgment, even upon a (luestion 
relating to the crowii Tlie tribunal, 
as constituted by Lord (,'hief Justice 
Russell, will a.s8emble early next month, 
and will consist of the honse of lords, 
the benoh of lord jnstioes of appeal, 
headed by the lord chief Jnatioe, and 
eight judges of the qneen*a bench. The 
plaiutilTs in the case aire a nomber of 
nonunion boilennakers, while the de- 
fendant is the National Boilermakers' 
union. A year ago the anion demanded 
of the Glengall iron worka that it 
should discharge all the nonnnion men 
in its employ, and threatened in case of 
a refusal to withdraw all the onion men 
from the works. 

The Glengall company, having im- 
portant time contracts "to fulfill, com- 
plied with tlio wislies of the union and 
the nonnnion men were thrown out. 
Thereupon they brought suit against the 
union and recovered damaxes lor $26,- 
000. Tlie judgment was sustained in 
court after court until it readied tin- 
honse of lords. Here it ^^as again 
argued, but their lordships, in view of 
the importance of the issue, were un- 
able to reiu?h a decision, and therefore 
decided that the question shanld be re- 
argued, and tliat the lord justices of ap- 
peal and the judges of the queen's bench 
should take {mrt in the haaring |Uld in 
formulating a decision.
